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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the status of the divisional 
application disclosed in the specification should be updated. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
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the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-6 and 9-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Woskow et al (3,856,880). 

Woskow discloses a process of oxidative dehydrogenation of an hydrocarbon such as 
isobutane to an olefin such as isobutene in the presence of a catalyst containing lanthanum, 
cerium, zinc, tin . . ., a platinum metal such as rhodium, and a support such as alumina (the 
abstract; col. 1, line 20; col. 2, lines 29-31; col. 3, lines 15-20; col. 5, line 25; col.. 6, lines 6 and 
7). 

Although, Woskow does not specifically pick lanthanide as Me components for the 
catalyst (see entire patent for details), It would have been obvious to one having oridinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the Woskow process by pick 
lanthanum or cerium as Me component to arrive at the applicants' claimed process since it is 
expected that using any metals disclosed by Woskow on column 3, lines 18-20 would yield 
similar results. 

The amount of platinum metals can be found on column 9, line 12. 
The ratio of oxygen and hydrocarbon can be found on col. 7, lines 22-27. 
The amount of lanthanide metal can be found and calculated on column 3, lines 50-57, 
. column 4, line 65 thru column 5, line 9 and examples. 

As disclosed on column 7, lines 13-15, the conversion and the selectivity can be selected. 
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As disclosed on page 8, lines 8-21, although Woskow does not disclose a GHSV as called 
for in claim 2 and 3, Woskow discloses that the flow rate can be selected to optimize the process 
depending on other variables. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Woskow 
et al (3,856,880) in view of Font Freide et al (4,940,826). 

Woskow does not disclose preheating the feed. However, Font Freide discloses 
preheating the feed (col. 3, lines 49-53). 

It would have been obvious to one having oridinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the Woskow process by preheating the feed as taught by 
Font Freide to arrive at the applicants' claimed process since it is preferred.
